Redford zeros 
in on doctor,

Premier Alison Redford said 
public servants should ex¬ 
pect a government less will¬ 
ing to give, as the province 
struggles with a fiscal hole 
in the coming budget. 

Redford spoke in a tele¬ 
vised address Thursday 
night, revealing a $6 billion 
budgetary hole in the com¬ 
ing budget, though she said 
there would be no sweeping 
cuts and promised restraint. 

“Some programs and ser¬ 
vices will change — especial¬ 
ly those that are not sustain¬ 
able over the long term.”

ro, Redford clarified one of 
those unsustainable areas 
as the salaries of doctors, 
teachers and other public 
servants. 

“Doctors and teachers 
mean an awful lot to us, but 
at the end of the day we can 
no longer afford to pay doc¬ 
tors 20 per cent more than 
they get paid anywhere else 
in the country,” she said. 

Both groups are cur¬ 
rently without permanent 


contracts and contract ne¬ 
gotiations with other public 
servants are coming up this 
year. Redford said none of 
those deals are likely to have 
room for pay increases. 

“The reality is that we 
can no longer afford to be 
making offers to particular 
public-sector groups that in¬ 
clude pay increases when we 
are going to have a $6 billion 
drop in revenue.” 

Carol Henderson, 

president of the Alberta 
Teacher’s Association, said 
she was deeply disappointed 
to hear the premier’s com¬ 
ments. 

“Don’t blame their fiscal 
problems on doctors and 
nurses and teachers,” she 
said.

While the number of 
women in Canada work¬ 
ing as RCMP officers has 
increased since Smith 
became an officer, it re¬ 
mains low. Smith said an 
estimated 20 per cent of 
RCMP officers in Canada 
are female. 

“I’ve never worked 
with many females 
because it is mostly men, 
but I love working with 
men. The no nonsense, I 
love it,” she said. 

The RCMP Edmonton 
Recruiting unit is host¬ 
ing a session on Tuesday 
for women interested in 
a career in law-enforce¬ 
ment. 

“(There is) a belief 
that police officer’s work 
is tougher than lots of 
other jobs but it’s not. 
And, it’s well paid and 
we’ve got great benefits,”

Brandi knows the pain that 
comes with being sexually 
abused as a child all too well. 

After suffering through 
her own ordeal for years, the 
Alberta woman adopted a 
young girl who experienced 
much of the same. 

Even now, years later, 
her daughter goes through 
a gamut of emotions — tem¬ 
porary emotional break¬ 
downs, haunting flashbacks. 

“I would have it to hap¬ 
pen to me 100 times over if I 
could stop it from happening 


to her,” said Brandi, whose 
last name Metro has agreed 
to withhold given the serious 
nature of crimes committed 
against her. “It’s so much 
worse watching your daugh¬ 
ter go through it.” 

Brandi and seemingly hun¬ 
dreds of others have flooded 
social media in recent days 
with criticism of the provin¬ 
cial government after it de¬ 
clined — at least temporarily 
— $650,000 in grant funding 
for Little Warriors’ Be Brave 
Ranch. 

According to organization 
founder Glori Meldrum, the 
ranch would serve as Can¬ 
ada’s only live-in centre for 
child sexual abuse victims 
in Canada.

plan, a sustainability vision,” 
she said. “I want a project 
to survive ... the project was 
not denied. We merely want 
more information to make 
the best decision.” 

Little Warriors has already 
independently raised $1.4 
million for the ranch, Meld¬ 
rum said, adding the province 
already kicked in $75,000 for 
developing programming at 
the ranch. 

“Why would they give us 
money for the programming 
but all of the sudden kibosh 
giving us money for the facil¬ 
ity?” she said. “Does $650,000 
sound like a lot of money to 
you? No ... these are our kids. 

“These kids come to me 
every day, they sit on my lap, 
cry and tell me they want to 
go the ranch — and I don’t 
have one.”

Britain warns its 
citizens to get out 
of Somaliland 

British citizens should im¬ 
mediately leave the break¬ 
away Somaliland region 
of Somalia because of a 
specific threat to Western¬ 
ers, British diplomats said 
Sunday.

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Over 230 perish 
in nightclub blaze 


Santa Maria, Brazil. 

Wall of bodies and 
toxic smoke prevented 
revellers from escaping 


A fast-moving fire roared 
through a crowded, window¬ 
less nightclub in southern Bra¬ 
zil early Sunday, filling the air 
in seconds with flames and a 
thick, toxic smoke that lulled 
more than 230 panicked party- 
goers, many of whom were 
caught in a stampede to escape. 

Inspectors believe the blaze 
began when a band’s small 
pyrotechnics show ignited 
foam sound-insulating materi¬ 
al on the ceiling, releasing a pu¬ 
trid haze that caused scores of 
university students to choke to 
death. Most victims died from 
smoke rather than bums. 

Firefighters responding to 
the blaze initially had trouble 
getting inside the Kiss night¬ 
club because “there was a bar¬ 
rier of bodies blocking the en¬ 


trance,” Guido Pedroso Melo, 
commander of the city’s fire 
department, told the O Globo 
newspaper. 

Authorities said band mem¬ 
bers who were on the stage 
when the fire broke out later 
confirmed they used pyrotech¬ 
nics during their show. 

Police inspector Sandro 
Meinerz, who co-ordinated 
the investigation at the night¬ 
club, said one band member 
died after escaping because he 
returned inside the burning 
building to save his accordion. 

“It was terrible inside ... 
bodies piled atop one another,” 
said Meinerz. “We had to use 
trucks to remove them. It took 
about six hours to take the bod¬ 
ies away.” 

Television images from 
Santa Maria, a city of about 
260,000, showed black smoke 
billowing out of the night¬ 
club as shirtless young men 
who attended the party joined 
firefighters using axes and 
sledgehammers to pound at 
the walls, trying to reach those

The desperate warning 
came as a skier helplessly 
watched a massive wall of 
snow cascade towards 14 
students, two teachers and a 
chaperon.

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Impetus for change 


The deadliest avalanche season 
on record forced Parks Canada 
to reform the country’s ava¬ 
lanche safety systems. 

The winter of 2002-03 
claimed the lives of 29 people 
(25 in British Columbia). 

The most shocking incident 
was the deaths of the seven stu¬ 
dents in Connaught Creek 

“It was a huge shalceup,” 
said Grant Statham, a moun¬ 
tain risk specialist hired by 
Parks Canada to implement 36 
recommendations in the after- 
math of the slide. 

Parks Canada developed 
world-leading public avalanche 
and terrain bulletins, provin¬ 
cial and federal governments 
got involved in binding pro¬ 
grams, signage at parks were 
ramped up, and regulations 
were put in place dictating 
where supervised groups of 
youth could, and could not, ac¬ 
cess. 

The recommendations also 
led to the creation of the Can¬ 
adian Avalanche Centre, one of 
the lasting legacies of the 2002- 
03 season. 

The changes, unprecedent¬ 
ed in scope, were bom out of a 
deep collective pain and the de-

sire to prevent future tragedies. 

“One of the most important 
things was having the parents 
(of victims) involved,” he said. 
“That was very tough, to work 
with someone that was griev¬ 
ing so much. There were a lot 
of fingers being pointed at us.” 

But it was worth it. 

Many of the advances in 
Canada, such as the avalanche 
danger scale and icons, have 
since been universally adopted 
around the world. 

Avalanche fatality rates re¬ 
main fairly steady (averaging 
around 10 a year in B.C.) even 
though backcountry use has 
grown exponentially. 

“2003 has affected us deep¬ 
ly,” said Statham. “It was a ter¬ 
rible event. But out of that, a lot 
of good has been done in the 10 
years since.”

From ‘enter at your own risk' to a culture of safety 


For decades, a ski trip along 
Connaught Creek trail near 
B.C.’s majestic Rogers Pass was 
the crown jewel of the school’s 
renowned outdoor education 
program. 

On Feb. 1, 2003, Grade 
10 student Daniel Arato was 
to follow in the tracks of his 
older brother who a few years 
before safely completed the 
overnight trip, run by the 
prestigious Olcotolcs, Alta.- 
based Strathcona-Tweedsmuir 
School. 

But in just four seconds 
that Saturday morning, an ava¬ 
lanche barreled into the valley 
as the group crossed, resulting 
in a tragedy that would forever 
change Canada’s approach to 
avalanche safety. 

Daniel and six other stu¬ 
dents, all 15 years old, lost 
their lives. 

Seven of their peers, two 
teachers and one volunteer 
leader survived, largely due 
to the immediate rescue ef¬ 
forts from a husband and wife 
pair of mountain guides who 
happened to witness the ava¬ 
lanche from a nearby slope. All 
were buried or partially buried 
under snow the coroner de¬ 
scribed as “like concrete” in 
the area’s largest avalanche in 
25 years. 

The tragedy rocked the 
community as devastated 
families, friends and teachers 
grappled with the enormous 
loss: How could this happen 
to a group that was equipped 
with the right gear, well organ¬ 
ized, educated in avalanche

Adjustment 
in mindset 

It was not acceptable to the 
Aratos that seven deaths were 
considered within the “nor¬ 
mal” range during avalanche 
season. 

“Every year if we had 
seven kids dying, would that 
be OK?” Peter questioned 
Parks Canada in the months 
that followed. “You need to 
work on getting the mindset 
to change.” 

Parks Canada agreed, and 
10 years after the deadli¬ 
est winter for recreational 
backcountry users on record, 
there is a culture of safety in 
place.

Parks Canada revamped 
the way risk is measured, 
rated terrain on its complex¬ 
ity and created separate rules 
for custodial groups. And any 
group of children not under 
parental custody will never 
traverse the highly complex 
Connaught Creek trail again. 

The Aratos and the other 
parents never called for the 
cancellation of the outdoor 
education program, but an 
independent report on the 
Strathcona-Tweedsmuir 
School program by consult¬ 
ant Ross Cloutier in June 
2003 recommended changes. 

He found that it had 
become more “adventure” 
than “outdoor” education. 
Though he concluded most

or appropriately address the 
risks associated with the back- 
country. 

“You send your kids to 
school, and I think as par¬ 
ents we intrinsically trust 
that school is not taking any 
risks with your children,” Ju¬ 
dith said in an interview, her 
voice pausing only when she 
recounted the moment she 
learned of the accident. “They 
didn’t themselves recognize 
they were playing Russian rou¬ 
lette with the children’s lives.”

The program now accepts 
a lower level of risk, outdoor 
education director Bruce 
Hendricks said.

Hendricks gets a dozen 
requests a year from schools 
looking to emulate the pro¬ 
gram, which was accredited 
by the Association for Experi¬ 
ential Education last year.

A baby-stealing fake eagle is 
helping a deserving student 
take flight. The viral video of 


the eagle, created by students 
at Montreal’s Centre NAD, has 
received international media 
attention and had more than 41 
milhon views on YouTube since 
it was posted on Dec. 18. The 
minute-long video purported to 
show an eagle swooping down 
and grabbing a toddler in its 
talons at a Montreal park. 

And the school says it’s 
also generated a few bucks 
that will go toward a scholar¬ 


ship for a deserving student at 
the 3D animation and digital 
design school. School spokes¬ 
woman Claude Arsenault says 
the amount of the scholar¬ 
ship hasn’t been determined 
because the cheque hasn’t yet 
arrived from Google, YouTube’s 
owner. 

The school and the students 
who made the video can’t prof¬ 
it from it because it was made 
with software bought under 


an educational licence. Arsen¬ 
ault said the AdSense account 
with YouTube wasn’t even cre¬ 
ated until some time after it 
had been initially posted as the 
school ensured it could do it in 
accordance with its licences. 

Putting the money to a good 
cause is fine with the video’s 
creators, who were rewarded 
with a grade of A+ for their 
work on the class project.

get its groove back? 


Once a leader but now derided 
as a laggard, BlackBeriy-mak- 
er Research In Motion hopes 
to regain the confidence of 
cynical smartphone users this 
week as the curtain is lifted 
on its much-anticipated new 
smartphones. 

The stakes are high for the 
Wednesday unveiling, which 
many observers say will deter¬ 
mine whether RIM 
survives to see 
the launch of 
another Black- 
Berry smart¬ 
phone. 

It has been 
a steep de¬ 
cline for RIM, 
which less 
than five years 
ago was the 

most valuable company 
in Canada, above Royal Bank. 
Affectionately called the 
CrackBerry maker, the mobile 
communications pioneer was 
Canada’s crowning achieve¬ 
ment of the technology sector. 

At the height of its hype, 
the BlackBerry device was 
splashed across television 
shows and movies, while then- 
presidential candidate Barack 
Obama proclaimed he was a 
BlackBerry faithful during his 
first run at the White House. 


Nowadays, when observ¬ 
ers go through a litany of in¬ 
stances when the company 
stumbled, they point to every¬ 
thing from RIM underestimat¬ 
ing the iPhone’s potential; to 
its leaders being distracted by 
the possibilities that success 
brought them; to technical 
problems including a world¬ 
wide four- 
day outage 
in October 
2011; to 
the failed 
launch of the 
PlayBook, 
RIM’s answer 
to Apple’s iPad. 
They also 
mention the 
blow to RIM’s reputa¬ 
tion caused by the delay of its 
next-generation BlackBerrys, 
which were seen as the com¬ 
pany’s best hope to maintain 
market share against Apple 
and Android devices.

don’t know what a funicular is, 
think of it as a sort of elevator 
car that moves on a slant. 

What I found interesting 
was the city’s position that it 
would enable people to hop 
on it in the downtown and 
quickly be in the river valley.

downtown and rides a bike would see that as its major benefit. 
What it would allow them to do would be to ride their bikes 
to work in the downtown without having to suck air trying to 
pedal up some major hills, or having to carry their bikes up the 
steps below the Hotel McDonald. That is, of course, if the design 
allows for the carriage of bikes. 

One would hope that making things easier for bicycle com¬ 
muters would be factored into the funicular design. But there’s 
no guarantee of that given that the city pretty much only pays 
lip service to making Edmonton a bicycle-friendly city. So, if 
you are a bicycle commuter, start lobbying the city right now to 
ensure that bikes are part of the deal.

“as surreal as it is exciting.” 

The director-producer- 
writer spoke with a handful 
of media outlets on the red 
carpet before darting into 
the Producers Guild Awards 
on Saturday night. Abrams 
was there to accept the 
Norman Lear Achievement 
Award for such television 
works as Felicity (1998 to 
2002), Alias (2001 to 2006), 
Lost (2004 to 2010), Fringe 
(20082013) as well as the 
current series Person of 
Interest and Revolution. 

Abrams also is proving 
to be a go-to director of 
successful new films for 
long-established franchises, 
such as Star Trek and Mis¬ 
sion: Impossible. 

Last week, Lucasfilm 
officially announced 
Abrams’ hiring for Star 
Wars: Episode VII, which 
has a tentative release date 
of 2015. Star Wars creator 
George Lucas personally 
endorsed Abrams in a state¬ 
ment: “I’ve consistently 
been impressed with J.J. as 
a filmmaker and storyteller. 
He’s an ideal choice to 
direct the new Star Wars 
film and the legacy couldn’t 
be in better hands.” 

As for Abrams’ plans for 
Episode VII? “You know, ob¬ 
viously, it’s so early,” he re¬ 
plied. “I can just say what I 
want to do: I want to do the 
fans proud. I want to make 
sure the story is something 
that touches people. And 
we’re just getting started. 
I’m very excited.”

Rob Corddry is more than 
happy playing the best 
friend in romantic comed¬ 
ies, especially if it involves 
being a flesh-eating zombie. 
For Warm Bodies, he takes 
on the task of dispensing 
romantic advice to his love¬ 
lorn pal (Nicholas Hoult) 
without the help of verbal 
communication. 


In the romantic comedy 
world, the best friend char¬ 
acter is a pretty familiar 
role. How different is it 
when you only have four or 
five actual words of 
dialogue in the entire 
movie? 

Before I auditioned for this, 
somebody said, “Are you sick 
of playing best friends all the 
time?” And I was like, “No.” 

I wouldn’t play the same 
one over and over again, but 
I would play shades of that 
stock character for the rest 
of my life. Because it’s got 
everything, you know what 
I mean? You’re often the 
comic relief, you have your 
own moments — usually, in 
good ones, in good stories 
— you have your own either 
comeuppance or realization. 
But this one is like, it doesn’t 
get much of a different shade 


of that character than this, 
so it was even more attract¬ 
ive to me. 

Your bar “conversation” 
with Nicholas, with no 
words, was great. I think 
I’ve seen improv exercises 
like that. 

Oh God. Yeah, I’ve suffered 
through some myself. This 
sounds like a brag, but 
it’s very funny, actually. I 
pitched that conversation 
taking place at an airport 
bar, and (director) Jonathan 
(Levine) was like, “That’s ac¬ 
tually a good idea.” We were 
at dinner or something and 
he got on the phone. I’d 
forgotten about it, and then 
about 10 minutes later he 
goes, “They’re going to see 
if they can build the airport 
bar. I like that idea. By the 
way, that’s a $25,000 idea. 


You just cost the production 
$25,000 with this whim!” 

How much of a challenge 
is improvising without the 
use of words? 

I didn’t find it a different 
challenge. Improv should 
only be a tool and not 
something that you abuse 
willy-nilly. Because if you’re 
doing a script, it’s because 
you really like the script 
and you like the words, and 
it’s not yours to, like, make 
better somehow. As a mat¬ 
ter of fact, I was never the 
fastest improviser on my 
team or whatever. But I was 
young, so I just thought I 
was bad. I wish I were doing 
it now, because you recog¬ 
nize it’s like a team and 
everybody’s got their job to 
do. It’s like Moneyball, but 
for improv.

Where did the idea for the 
show come from?

If 
I’m going somewhere on my 
own and I can make my own 
choices of how I’m going to 
go on holiday, then I’ll pick 
a place where there is an 
animal that I’d like to have an 
interaction with, and then I’d 
land in a major city and learn 
as much as I can about that 
particular animal and then 
take a trip to get closer to 
that animal, and then meet 
some new people and pick

up as much expertise as I can 
before tiying to have that 
experience. 

Seems like something of a 
dream job. 

Yeah, it is. It’s a fantastic 
experience. But still we’re 
making a show at the same 
time. We need to bring a 
product at the end of that 
experience as well, so there 
are stressful elements to it as 
well in terms of getting up 
early and making sure you 
get the shots, and there can 
sometimes be a monotony. 
But that’s all diluted by the 
fact that you’re going into 
these beautiful parts of the 
world and having these amaz¬ 
ing experiences with these 
incredible animals. 

Was anything you encoun¬ 
tered along the way a 
particular surprise? 

You know, some of the food 
in Africa was a little hard to 
take. There weren’t a lot of 
seasonings, a lot of salt and 
pepper and sauce or anything 


like that in Africa, so it was 
obviously having to deal with 
a slight change in diet. We 
saw some pretty interesting 
sights in different countries 
and some real abject poverty 
and kids in the midst of 
all that, which is obviously 
tough to see any time. The 
amount of animals that we 
were exposed to in Ecuador 
was a real eye-opener to 
me. I’ve been to rainforests 
before, but nothing like being 
in Ecuador. You were inun¬ 
dated with the natural world. 
We could’ve made that show 
in the campsite that we set 
up to make the program. We 
didn’t even need to walk into 
the rainforests. There were 
just animals everywhere. 

What were some of the most 
interesting animals you 
came across? 

Well, we look for the world’s 
largest spider in Laos. That 
was pretty fun. You know, 
a large, very charismatic, 
intimidating spider that 
turned out to be friendlier 
than I thought it was going to 
be. We were only the second 
western crew to actually have 
an experience with that spi¬ 
der on film, so that was fun. 

How big is the world’s lar¬ 
gest spider? 

The world’s largest spider is 
about as big as a dinner plate. 
It’s definitely a big spider, you 
know? Something that takes 
your breath away when you 
see if for the first time.

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Van Dyke set for 
major honour 



Life Achievement 
Award. Screen Actors 
Guild pays tribute to 
comedy trendsetter 
and multi-talented 
performer 


Forget dishonest modesty. 
Dick Van Dyke seems nothing 
short of gobsmacked about 
receiving the life achievement 
honour at Sunday’s Screen Ac¬ 
tors Guild Awards. 

“They must’ve gotten to 
the V’s,” he joked. 

Though probably best 
known for The Dick Van Dyke 
Show (1961-66) and Walt Dis¬ 
ney’s big-screen musical Mary 
Poppins (1964), the 87-year- 
old Van Dyke said that, with 
the SAG Awards, “I kind of 
find a home. I’ve always been 
a bit of an orphan, because ac¬ 
tors say, Well, he’s more of a 
dancer.’ And dancers say, ‘No. 
He’s really a singer.’ And sing¬ 
ers say, ‘No. He’s an actor.’ So, 


now I’ve got a home. I can ac¬ 
tually refer to these people as 
my peers.” 

His career has spanned 
eight decades, starting with 
work as a disc jockey and a 
standup comic in the late 
’40s. He even worked as a 
national television morning- 
show host, with no less than 
Walter Cronlcite serving as his 
news anchor. But perhaps Van 
Dyke’s most critical career 
break came in 1960, when 
director Gower Champion 
hired him as the male lead op¬ 
posite Chita Rivera in the new 
Broadway-bound musical Bye 
Bye Birdie. 

Van Dyke had no profes¬ 
sional dance experience, and 
out-of-town tiyouts did not 
go well. “They were going to 
fire me in Philadelphia,” Van 
Dyke recalled during a recent 
interview at the Screen Actors 
Guild headquarters. “I was 
still nervous and tight.” 

Nevertheless, Champion 
refused to terminate Van 
Dyke, who would go on to 
New York with Rivera and win 


a Tony award for his perform¬ 
ance. 

Just about a year later, 
Van Dyke was starring on his 
own sitcom, in the role of a 
television-comedy writer on 
The Dick Van Dyke Show. 
Three prime-time Emmys for 
Van Dyke and more than 50 
years later, the series remains 
revered by many critics as one 
of the earliest models of great 
workplace comedy. 

“That whole show was the 
genius of (show creator and 
writer) Carl Reiner, who said 
he wrote Jewish comedy for 
gentile actors,” Van Dyke said. 

During the series’ run, Van 
Dyke also enjoyed big-screen 
hits, including the 1963 Birdie 
movie and the 1964 all-star 
comedy, What a Way to Go! 
But biggest of all was Mary 
Poppins, in which he intro¬ 
duced the Oscar-winning song 
Chim Chim Cher-ee, but for 
which he also took, and still 
takes, serious ribbing, even 
from his leading lady and 
longtime pal Julie Andrews. 

“She still kids me about my 


so-called Cockney accent,” Van 
Dyke said, adding a line of de¬ 
fence: “I had an Irish coach ... 
so he wasn’t any better than 
me.” 

The first sitcom and Pop¬ 
pins are likely to be his 
most enduring works, but 
Van Dyke has never stopped 
working, with other TV series 
(including a short-lived 1976 
variety show, Van Dyke and 
Company, which earned him 
a fourth prime-time Emmy), 
stage appearances and films. 

“My favourite unknown 


movie is The Comic,” Van 
Dyke said, referring to the 
1969 drama, which reunited 
him with Van Dyke Show’s 
Reiner, who directed. “We 
felt we actually captured the 
feel of the silent era.” The 
film is loosely based on the 
life of silent legend Buster 
Keaton, who Van Dyke knew 
personally, adored, and at 
whose funeral he delivered 
the eulogy. The two funny 
men also shared a personal 
demon: alcoholism. 

These days, Van Dyke sings 


with his vocal group, The 
Vantasix and is enjoying life 
in Los Angeles with his new 
wife, makeup artist Arlene 
Silver, who he happened to 
meet seven years ago — at 
the SAG Awards. 

Van Dyke’s favourite pro¬ 
fessional life achievement? 

“That I made ’em smile,” he 
replied, smiling himself. “And 
I think that’s asking enough.”

ticular character is quite a 
contrast to either Travis or 
Hilton and unlike any of the 
actor’s previous roles. 

“Boyd is a career cop who 
was injured on the job,” says 
Cross. “My character was 
once the ‘action hero’ out 
there fighting crime — much 
like the detectives now under 
his command — until he got 
shot and wound up basically 
behind a desk. 

“Of course, there’s some 
regret and remorse on Boyd’s 



part, but at the same time 
he’s a family man who loves 
his life and job. That said, 
Boyd still sometimes wishes 
that he was out there in the 
field. 

“When I initially dis¬ 
cussed my character with 
Motive’s producers and writ¬ 
ers, I explained that I didn’t 
want him to be this grumpy, 
gloomy type of guy. They told 
me, ‘Don’t worry, we’ll find 
places to throw in some hu¬ 
mour and lightness.’ As bit¬ 


ter as the grumpy characters 
might be, they’re also some¬ 
times the funniest. However, 
in this case I wanted to find a 
balance with Boyd and make 
sure he is likable and sympa¬ 
thetic.” 

It was Bloom who paired 
up the show’s heroine, Det. 
Angie Flynn (Kristin Leh¬ 
man), with her partner, Os¬ 
car Vega (Louis Ferreira), and 
he had good reason for doing 
so. 

“Boyd pretty much needs 


someone to reel Angie in. 
She’s a great detective, but 
lacks tact and isn’t the sweet¬ 
est of individuals,” notes 
Cross. 

“Angie is in your face and 
doesn’t worry about conse¬ 
quences. All that matters to 
her is catching the bad guys. 
Vega is a great detective, too, 
but he knows there are dip¬ 
lomatic ways of doing things. 
He and Angie are both quirky 
in their own right, but my 
character realizes what they 


can accomplish together.” 

Speaking of quirks, Con¬ 
tinuum’s Travis Verta has one 
or two, while over on Arrow, 
Det. Hilton is dealing with a 
hooded superhero who also 
has some issues of his own. 

“The question is, does the 
greater good outweigh the 
legality of what Arrow (Ste¬ 
phen Amell) is doing?” muses 
Cross. “It’s an interesting 
line to tow and one that will 
probably get a little more 
blurred as the show goes on.”

Protecting Pets. Take 
precautions to keep 
dogs and cats safe as 
winter settles in 



Dogs and cats can be somewhat insulated, but in frigid temperatures, pet owners need to take extra measures in

Don’t let the fur fool you. 

Dogs and cats can be some¬ 
what insulated by their warm¬ 
feeling coats, but in the face of 
frigid temperatures, pet owners 
need to take extra measures in 
protecting Fluffy and Fido. 

Assessing how long to let 
pets stay outdoors should be 
based on numerous factors 
including the animal’s breed, 
coat type, general health and 
age, according to an online 
article originally published in 
2010 by the Canadian Veterin¬ 
ary Medical Association. 

Determining whether the 
pet has been acclimated to 
colder weather and its desire 
to spent time outdoors should 
also be considered, the associa¬ 
tion wrote. 

“If you like to let your cat 
out in the backyard, let’s say, 
to roam around on your own 
property for a short period of 
time, you should be supervising 
your animal in a cold weather 
environment,” said Ontario 
SPCA inspector Paul Harrison. 

If an animal is left outside 
unsupervised and snow, sleet 
or rain develops, it won’t be 
able to hold its body temper¬ 
ature without proper shelter to 
take refuge in, he noted. 

If a dog is kept outside in the 
backyard, Harrison said owners 
should ensure the shelter is 


raised above the ground and 
is well-insulated with shingles. 
The door should be facing away 
from prevailing wind. 

It’s also key to check that an 
animal’s water supply hasn’t 
been frozen and is housed in 
a non-spillable dish, with the 
option to consider purchasing 
a heated water bowl, he added. 

Koryn Greenspan, owner 
of Toronto-based Urban Dog 
Walks, believes in the BBC acro¬ 
nym for winter pet protection: 


booties, balms and coats. 

Greenspan said her pooch, 
Georgia, is “very finicky” when 
salt gets into her front paws. 
Prior to taking her German 
shepherd-husky-collie mix 
outdoors, Greenspan tries to 
ensure her pet stays calm as 
she applies protective balm on 
Georgia’s paws. “You just want 
to always instil trust and com¬ 
fort because it’s uncomfortable 
for the dogs at first to have their 
paws handled in that way.” 


The Canadian Veterinary 
Medical Association suggests 
trimming excess hair from 
between a pet’s toes, where it 
tends to trap salt. Ensure any 
residual salt is rinsed off or 
removed with a damp cloth 
and fully dried back at home. 
Coating the hair between the 
undersides of the toes with a 
thin layer of petroleum jelly 
can help to repel the ice, the as¬ 
sociation wrote.

School of standup. 
Homework, parents 
and the awkwardness 
of adolescence rule the 
Kids 'N Comedy stage 


Baby-faced 16-year-old Eric 
Kum climbed onto the com¬ 
edy club stage, gave the packed 
room a look of wide-eyed clue¬ 
lessness and launched into his 
deadpan bit: “I think it’s time I 
had a girlfriend. ... There’s just 
one little problem. None of the 
girls I know think it’s time I had 
a girlfriend. 

“Even some of the girls 
I don’t know yet agree with 
that,” the redhead went on, like 
a teenage Rodney Dangerfield, 
to cascades of laughter. 

With the afternoon crowd 
of 300 won over, Kum coasted 
through his act, touching on 
the art of adolescent lying and 
lamenting that parents can use 
technology to check homework 
and grades online. 

That’s the way it goes 
with Kids ’N Comedy, a nearly 
17-year-old program that gives 
some budding class clowns, 
ages nine to 18, a chance to 
learn the nuances of comedy 
without facing a trip to the 
principal’s office. Nine-week 
classes and two-weelc summer 
camps give children some basic 
training in comedy club work 
before a final exam of sorts — 
a performance before a paying 
audience of strangers. 

The classes originated with 
Jo Ann Grossman, a Manhat¬ 
tan woman with no training

in his routine, using the stage 
as a form of therapy. 


• "Don’t judge me. I have 
a disease, a disease of 
the mind: ADHD," he said 


in comedy, and her husband, 
Stu, who teaches some of the 
classes. 

In staging the comedy acts, 
starting out in 1996, they quick¬ 
ly realized they had to impose 
limits on kids and their un¬ 
filtered funny thoughts. 

“We wanted it to be clean,” 
Grossman said. 

That ground rule wasn’t the 
hard part for 14-year-old Zach 
Rosenfeld, who recalled his first 
class when he was nine and the 
sheer terror of tiying, and per¬ 
haps failing, to be funny. 

“I was very nervous,” he 
said. “But after sitting through 


reminding spectators that 
trouble focusing is com¬ 
mon for teens. 


• "People used to say, 'I love 
textbooks.’ Now they say: 'I 
love exciting and interest¬ 
ing experiences.’ ADHD is 
the new rock 'h roll." 


a couple of those classes, I start¬ 
ed to open up more and more. 
... The class teaches you to calm 
down and not be so scared.” 

Class participants were told 
to write down funny things in 
their lives and refine some of 
those thoughts into an act. 

Rosenfeld says he sat nerv¬ 
ously before he went on stage 
that first time, tapping his foot 
and trying to remember his 
lines, only to get before the 
crowd and forget most of them. 

“I could get away with it 
because I was cute. I was 9,” he 
said. “I was blacking out with 
part of the routine. I just started 
talking to the audience, ‘I like 
this table.’ They were laugh¬ 
ing.” 

When he walked off stage, 
he said he knew he would per¬ 
form again. And he has. 

“When you hear laughter 
on the stage, it’s one of the 
greatest things on the face 
of the Earth,” Rosenfeld said. 
“You’re shining in the stage’s 
light and people like you.”

Sharing pictures and infor¬ 
mation online through so¬ 
cial networks has become a 
normal way of life for tech- 
sawy millennials. 

Unfortunately, some 
technology experts are con¬ 
cerned that young people’s 
sharing can go too far, put¬ 
ting their security at risk. 

A recent survey by Visa 
Canada found that young 
Canadians, aged 18 to 30, 
were the most likely age

It was as if linebacker Ray 
Lewis, safety Bernard Pollard 
and the rest of the Baltimore 
Ravens’ defence set out to 
provide a quarter-by-quarter 
demonstration of how they do 
business. 

About 11 minutes into 
the AFC championship game 
against Tom Brady and the New 
England Patriots, Lewis drew a 
15-yard unnecessary roughness 
penalty for a helmet-to-helmet 
hit that pushed tight end Aaron 
Hernandez’s chin strap up near 
his nose.

Then, in the second quarter, 
linebacker Dannell Ellerbe gave 
New England another free 15 
yards by hitting an offensive 
lineman in the face mask in 
response to an after-the-play 
shove. 

Fast-forward to early in the 
third, and Pollard was flagged 
for his team’s third personal 
foul of the day, thanks to a leap¬ 
ing hit against the helmet of 
receiver Wes Welker. Two plays 
later, Welker dropped a third- 
down pass. 

A couple of minutes into the 
fourth, Pollard struck again. 
No penalty was called, but his 
helmet-to-helmet hit on Stevan 
Ridley resulted in a fumble and 
left the running back on his 
back, looking limp and help¬ 
less. Ridley left the game with 
a head injury, while the Ravens 


recovered the football and were 
on their way to next Sunday’s 
Super Bowl against the equally 
aggressive San Francisco 49ers. 

In an age of high-powered 
offences in the NFL — this 
season’s games featured 
45.5 points, the highest aver¬ 
age since 1965 — and more 
safety-conscious officials, two 
hard-hitting, oft-penalized de¬ 
fences are meeting in the final. 
Second-half shutouts of the Pa¬ 
triots and Atlanta Falcons in the 
conference title games were a 
reminder from the 49ers and 
Ravens that defence still mat¬ 
ters. 

Sometimes it isn’t about 
some sort of newfangled, com¬ 
plicated Xs-and-Os defence, 
either. It’s about players push¬ 
ing it to the limit — and, some¬ 
times, perhaps beyond — in a 
league taking steps to rein in 
certain kinds of hits. 

“Being physical? That’s vital, 
man. That’s what we live by,” 
Baltimore comerbaclc Cary Wil¬ 
liams said.
